To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
West  Kesteven  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  as  your  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector.  The  resignation  of  Mr.  J.  Dean  through  ill-health, 
was  by  far  the  most  disconcerting  event  of  1963.  Mr.  Dean  had  been  Surveyor  and 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  to  this  Council  for  twenty-five  years,  and  during 
that  time  had  been  held  in  high  esteem  both  by  the  Staff  and  the  Public  with 
whom  he  had  come  in  contact.  His  sudden  illness  was  a  severe  blow  to  the 
Department  and  all  those  that  know  him,  but  his  good  work  for  this  Council  over 
so  many  years  will  long  be  remembered. 

During  the  year  progress  was  maintained  on  Sewerage  Schemes  and  Housing 
projects,  those  being  dealt  with  more  fully  in  the  report.  Owing  to  the  absence 
of  Mr.  Dean  there  was  not  the  anticipated  progress  in  Housing,  but  the  opening 
of  Newton  Court  at  Colsterworth  was  a  big  step  forward  in  the  care  of  the 
elderly.  These  and  other  matters  are  dealt  with  more  fully  in  the  Report  under 
their  various  headings. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  the  members  of  the  Staff 
who  have  given  of  their  best  during  the  past  year,  and  maintained  that  cheer¬ 
ful  demeanour  that  has  been  reflected  in  the  work  of  the  Department.  Mr.  Lucas 
has  been  a  tower  of  strength  and  I  could  not  wish  for  a  better  colleague.  Last 
but  not  least  I  would  like  to  pay  my  respects  to  your  Chairman,  Councillor  F. 
Jenkinson.  His  ever  ready  help  and  advice  has  earned  him  the  respect  not  only 
of  myself  but  of  all  the  members  of  my  Staff.

This'  service  is  now  manned  and  maintained  by  the  Kesteven  Water  Board  and 
this  Council  has  no  responsibility  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  area.  Close 
co-operation,  however,  is  maintained  between  the  two  departments  and  a  pleasant 
harmony  exists  that  helps  to  foster  an  efficient  service. 

Weekly  check  samples  arc  taken  from  various  points  of  supply  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Lincoln  for  Bacteriological  Analysis.  Four 
members  of  the  Coqncil  represent  our  interest  on  the  Board  and  report  back  to 
the  Public  Health  Committee.

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HOUSING. 


During  1963  the  Council  built  six  houses  and  fourteen  bungalows  and  thirty- 
three  flats,  and  seventeen  were  built  by  private  developers.  By  far  the  most 
important  venture  was  the  erection  of  thirty-one  units  for  the  elderly  at  Newton 
Court,  Colsterworth.  This  is  the  Council’s  first  grouped  housing  project  for 
elderly  members  of  the  community  with  a  Warden  in  charge.  The  site  comprises  six¬ 
teen  flatlets,  six  bungalows  and  eight  flats.  The  flatlets  comprise  the  main  block 
with  eight  unite  of  cccommo  ction  on  both  the  ground  and  first  floors,  the  Warden’s 
accommodation  being  on  the  first  floor.  A  communal  lounge  and  television  room  is 
provided  in  the  main  block  and  this  means  that  the  residents  can  get  together  and 
overcome  the  biggest  enemy  of  the  old  people  -  loneliness.  A  new  venture  such  as 
this  inevitably  produced  teething  troubles  and  gave  a  good  deal  of  thought  for 
future  schemes  of  ohis  type.  Mrs.  Beech,  the  Warden,  has  taken  a  great  interest  in 
her  duties  and  her  close  co-oporation  with  the  tenants  has  gone  a  long  way  to  pro¬ 
duce  that  harmony  that  is  so  essential  to  community  life. 

Mrs.  Richardson  is  still  doing  a  wonderful  job  as  Warden  of  the  Bungalows  at 
Great  Gonerby,  and  is  to  be  commended  for  the  very  admirable  work  she  so  ably 
continues  to  do. 

1963  will  always  be  remembered  for  the  Arctic  conditions  that  were  experienced 
during  the  early  pert  of  the  year.  The  only  thing  that  was  hot  was  the  telephone  wires 
with  tenants  ringing  up  to  .say  they  were  frozen  up.  The  workmen  deserve  a  special 
mention  for  the  way  they  tackled  the  job  of  keeping  a  water  supply  to  1,300  houses. 

They  worked  long  hours  under  the  worst  conditions  possible  and  still  maintained  a 
cheerful  demeanour  that  helped  the  tenants  to  forget  their  immediate  troubles. 

This  is  rather  "Stop  Press"  news  but  it  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  the 
Council  arc  going  ahead  with  their  scheme  to  provide  a  permanent  site  for  the 
Itinerant  Caravan  Dweller.  ..  This  is  a  real  problem  that  has  to  be  faced  up  to  and 
I  feci  that  this  is  a  step  .in  the  right  direction.  I  have  every  hope  that  in  my  next 
Annual  Report  I  shall  be  in  a  position  to  report  good  progress  in  this  venture. 

Fifty-three  Improvements  Grants  were  approved  during  the  year  and  this  is  a  decree 
on  previous  years  with  the  .exception  of  last  year.  It  is,  however,  gratifying  to  note 
that  the  percentage  of  tenanted  houses  improved  by  grant  aid  is  far  in  excess  of  those 
owner/occupied.  The  national  average  is  quite  the  reverse  to  this  and  shows  that  the 
majority  of  grants  are  to  owner/occupiers.

Standard  Grants  are  down  on  last  year  and  only  eighteen  wore  submitted  and 
approved  but  again  the  majority  of  these  were  tenanted  houses  as  against  owner/ocaupier 

.. 

During  the  year  only  five  houses  .were  represented  os  unfit.  This  was  due  mainly 
to  the  shortage .of  Staff  in. the  department.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  houses 
represented  as  unfit  to  669.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE 


DISPOSAL. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  provision  of  sewerage  schemes  for  further 
villages  in  the  district.  During  1963  works  came  into  operation  at  Long  Bennington, 
Ancestor,  Little-  Fonton,  South  Witham  and  Woolsthorpe-by-Belvoir.  It  is  expected 
that  1964  will  see  works  commencing  in  Harlaxton,  Foston  and  Westborough,  and  the 
extension  to  the  present  system  at  Claypolo  which  will  servo  the  East  and  West  ends 
of  the  village.  The  position  with  Farrowby  is  not  quite  so  straightforward,  as  it 
is  hoped  that  the  sewage  will  be  taken  into  the  Grantham  Borough  Sewage  Scheme.  It 
is,  however,  anticipated  that  this  will  be  acceptable  to  the  Grantham  Borough  and 
there  is  every  hope  that  the  laying  of  now  sewers  in  Barrowby  will  commence  before 
the  end  of  1964. 

We  now  have  15  sewage  works  serving  15  villages  and  together  with  14  small 
works  which  serve  housing  estates,  it  naturally  follows  that  the  amount  of 
maintenance  required  is  increasing  yearly.  During  the  year  permission  was  given 
to  increase  the  number  of  mobile  gangs  from  two  to  three  and  two  more  men  were 
engaged.  The  ideal  method  of  sewage  works  maintenance  is  to  have  a  full-time  man 
at  each  works  but  this  unfortunately  is  more  expensive  than  the  present  system  of 
mobile  gangs.  During  the'  year  we  had  a  Works  Study  carried  out  on  the  Sc-wago  Works 
Maintenance  Gangs  and  they  estimated  that  25$  of  the  men’s  time  was  spent  in 
travelling  from  one  works  to  another.  This  unfortunately  cannot  be  avoided  as  it 
is  essential  the  larger  works  arc  visited  daily  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  pumps 
are  working  and  there  is  a  steady  flow  through  the  works. 

The  Cesspool  emptying  service  continues  to  function  in  a  most  satisfactory 
manner.  Although  the  number  of  houses  enjoying  main  drainage  increases  yearly, 
the  number  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  emptied  continues  to  increase  also.  The 
free  emptying  once  a  y .ar,  inaugurated  in  1962,  has  encouraged  people  to  request 
emptying  more  regularly  than  when  having  to  pay.  I  must  refer  to  the  operators  of 
this  vehicle.  W <?  still  continue  to  get  people  ringing  up  and  writing  in  to  express 
their  appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  those  men  carry  out  their  work. 

It  will  b^.  noted  from  the  accompanying  table  that  the  number  of  W.C.  Con¬ 
version  Grants  for  1963  were  seven  more  than  in  1962.  It  is  always  surprising 
the  number  of  properties  with  W.C.s.  in  the  Villages  which  have  not  main  drainage 
available.  This  gives  some  indication  of  the  progress  made  in  the  sanitary 
arrangements  throughout  the  Villages  in  the  Rural  Area  since  the  War.  The  outlook 
of  people  has  become  far  more  progressive  and  whereas  the  pump  and  privy  were 
sufficient  a  tap  over  the  sink  and  a  W.C.  are  now  the  order  of  the  day;  the  bath 
is  a  necessity  and  not  a  luxury.

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FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 


Routine  visits  were  made  to  catering  establishments  in  the  District 
during  the  year.  A  good  relationship  exists  between  the  owners  of  those 
promises  end  the  staff  and  they  are  always  willing  to  carry  out  any  im¬ 
provements  that  are  requested . 

The  staff  toilc-t  facilities  are  easily  maintained  and  cause  us  lit  ole 
trouble.  It  is  essential  that  people  handling  food  wash  their  hands  after 
using  the  toilet  and  a  special  mention  of  this  is  made  to  all  the  staff. 

It  would  be  better  still  if  everyone  using  toilet  facilities  at  catering 
establishments  could  enjoy  the  same  facilities  but  unfortunately  the 
public  do  not  help  themselves  and  all  articles  that  can  be  removed  are 
removed.  In  some  of  the  premises  towels,  soap,  nail  brushes  and  toilet 
rolls  are  removed  within  24  hours  and  even  plugs  end  chains  to  lavatory 
basins  have  a  life  of  about  five  days.  In  one  instance  the  chain  and 
handle  to  a  toilet  cistern  was  removed.  This  was  replaced  by  a  piece 
of  -gJI  steel  that  would  have  appeared  to  have  no  value  to  anyone  but 
this  again  disappeared. 

As  much  as  we  desire  to  sec  those  facilities  available  for  the  use 
of  the  public  it  is  a  great  deal  to  ask  any  proprietor  to  renew  such 
items  daily. 

I  am  not  happy  that  enough  attention  is  given  to  these  premises  and 
owing  to  the  pressure  of  work  routine  inspections  have  unfortunately  got 
to  giv_  way  to  the  more  immediate  demands  in  the  department. 

No  m^at  inspection  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  and  all

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USE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  fortnightly  collection  of  refuse  from  properties  continued  during  the  year. 

Tho  collection  of  the  bin  from  the  beck  door  has  obviously  been  popular  with  the 
residents  in  the  district  and  is  a  great  advantage  to  the  more  elderly  householder 
who  found  it  difficult  to  carry  out  the  bin  to  the  kerbside.  We  do  get  seme  complaints 
from  residents  that  they  should  not  be  expected  to  carry  the  empty  bin  from  inside  the 
curtilage  to  the  roar  of  the  premises.  The  usual  grounds  of  complaint  are  that  it  is 
not  hygienic  to  have  to  carry  a  dustbin.  A  dustbin  is  as  hygienic  as  the' users  make 
it,  some  are  good  and  some  are  really  bad  and  in  isolated  cases  we  have  complaints 
from  our  loaders  that  they  are  not  fit  to  handle.  If  only  people  would  not  put  wet 
and  putrescible  material  in  dustbins,  tho  bin  would  last  much  longer  and  there  would 
be  no  smell  or  fly  nuisance  from  bins  with  ill-fitting  lids. 

I  feel  that  the  Council  must  give  serious  consideration  to  the  weekly  collection 
of  refuse  from  the  larger  villages.  It  is  difficult  in  the  more  Urban  type  of  village 
to  dispose  of  putrescible  matter  and  a  compost  heap  in  the  smaller  back  garden  is  often 
a  cause  of  discontent  amongst  neighbours. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
has  sot  up  a  Working  Party  to  examine  the-  whole  question  of  refuse  collection.  This 
should  give  us  a  much  needed  guide  to  the  future  of  this  so  important  service,  and 
which  so  often  is  belittled.  The  dustbin  is  still  tho  most  popular  receptacle 
and  although  paper  sacks  arc  coming  to  the  fore  at  the  moment  there  are  certain 
difficulties  with  this  typo  of  container  that  can  be  overcome  only  with  added  expense. 

I  estimate  that  to  carry  out  a  paper  sack  collection  in  this  area,  would  cost  a  4d  rate. 

People  living,  in  the  remoter  parts  of  the  district  do  not  enjoy  a  r  guler  refuse 
collection,  due  to  the  high  cost  of  collection  from  these  isolated  premises.  Quite  a 
number  are  leaving  dustbins  or  paper  sacks  on  tho  route  of  the  regular  collection  and 
these  are  being  emptied  or  picked  up  when  the  vehicle  passes.  The-  majority  find  that 
the  56  lb.  paper  sack  is  more  convenient  than  a  dustbin  as  it  has  not  to  be  picked  up 
and  carted  back  to  the  premises.  Every  effort  is  made  to  accommodate  those  people 
and  every  assistance  given  in  order  that  they  may  even  in  some  small  way  enjoy  the 
benefits  of  a  refuse  collection  service. 


Concern  is  always  being  expressed  about  litter  bins  at  Lay-bys  especially  on  the 
A.l.  The  other  three  Rural  Districts  in  Kcsteven  empty  the  litter  bins  on  Lay-bys 
in  their  area.  Tho  matter  -was  fully  discussed  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  it 
was  reluctantly  decided  that  we  could  not  carry  out  the  emptying  of  these  bins.  On 
the  A. 1 .  alone  there  are  54  litter  bins  and  to  do  this  daily  would  bo  a  full-time  job 
for  a  lorry  and  two  men.  During  the  summer  season  this  is  one  of  the  busiest  roads 
in  the  country  and  the  amount  of  litter  is  far  in  excess  of  normal.  The  County 
Surveyor  is  fully  aware  of  our  posit  on  and  is  carrying  out. this  service  himself. 
Unfortunately  the  litter  bins  at  those  lay-bys  are  very  much  abused  and  it  is  a 
common  occurrence  for  people  to  pull  up  with  a  lorry  load  of  refuse  and  fill  the 
bins,  and  the  genuine  traveller  finds  he  has  nowhere  to  put  his  litter  and  it  finishes 
up  on  the  grass  verge. 


Like  every  other  authority  we  experience  trouble  by  people  dumping  bulky  material 
on  grass  verges  and  car  bodies  seam  to  be  a  speciality.  These  people  must  have  some 
commonscnsc  as  they  always  seem  to  destroy  any  signs  of  identification.  Last  year  we 
experimented  with  two  of  our  refuse  tips  by  fencing  off  across  the  middle  of  the  tip, 
one  half  being  locked  up  for  the  use  of  our  own  freighters  and  the  other  half  being 
lefe  open  for  the  Public,  the  idea  being  to  encourage  people  to  tip  in  the  right 
places  and  not  on  the  grass  verges.  Unfortunately,  some  learned  Gentleman  realized 
that  fencing  had  some  scrap  value  and  after  tipping  his  load  of  refuse,  kindly  saved 
the  Council  any  further  maintenance  costs  on  the  fence  by  removing  it  complete  with 
uhj  posts.  This  attempt  to  alleviate  the  litter  problem  came  to  a  sudden  end,  the 
renewing  of  chain  link  fencing  is  an  expensive  item. 


During  the  year  it  was  decided  to  make  a  charge  for  tho  use  of  the  tips  in  the 
District.  People  from  outside  the  district  are  charged  10/-  for  a  large  load  and 
5/-  for  a  small  one,  and  during  the  y  ar  this  brought  in  an  income  of  £25.
